of British Columbia, and to a Report of 
a Committee of tho Privy Council of the 
Dominion in regard to the construction of 
the Canada Pacific Railway.

My Loni), — I havo received your De- 
spatch No. 75, of the 17th March, in 
which you enclose a Report of a Com- 
mittee of your Privy Council, drawn up 
in reference to a Petition to tho Queen 
from tho Legislative Assembly of British 
Columbia, having reference to tho course 
proposed to bo taken by the Canadian 
Government with regard to tho construc- 
tion of tho Pacilic Railway. 

2. The Petition of thoLegislative Coun- 
cil of British Columbia was forwarded, as 
you are awaro, by the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of the Province, who had also pre- 
viously communicated to mo tho Minutes 
of the Executive Council, dated tho Clh of 
December, 1875, and 4111 of January, 
1876, relating to tho same subject. 

3. I havo learnt with sincere pleasure 
that, with tho concurrence of your Min- 
isters, you contemplate a progress through 
the Western portion of the Dominion, as 
apart from the advantages likely to arise 
from your becoming personally acquaint- 
ed with British Columbia and its inhabi- 
tants, your intercourse with tho principal 
persons of the Province, and tho informa- 
tion you wi'l bo ablo to gather, will bo 
very valuable in enabling me to appreci- 
ate the situation. 

4. I should havo been anxious to take 
tho papers, to which I havo referred, at 
ouce into consideration, anil to offer my 
assistance, so far as it might havo been 
elTectivo, in tho settlement of the question 
which has unfortunately been at i=sue be- 
tweon the two Governments; but it ap- 
pears to me that the benefits likely to bo 
derived from your visit will be so groat, 
that I prefer to postpone my consideration 
of the papers till after that event. 

5. It seems to mo quite unnecessary 
for Her Majesty's Government to review 
the arguments advanced by tho British 
.Columbian Government in their Minute 
of Council of the 4th January, as to 
whether or no the Nanaimo Railway hiul 
ever been spoken of, or regarded, as nn 
integral portion of the main liue, or the 
results suggested as flowing from this 
proposition, inasmuch as the Dominion 
Government during the course of their 
recent negotiations volunteered to build 
it. as an independent undertaking, and on 
circumstances rendering tho execution of 
tho project impossible, proposed, as T 
understand, to ask Parliament to vote in 
substitution a money payment, a modifi- 
cation, tho principle of which I think 
reasonable. 

0. I am glad to perceive that your 
Ministers recognise tliu fact that the reso- 
lution of the Hoiiflo of Commons passed 
a few days after the Terms of Union had 
been ratified by the Dominion Legisla- 
ture, could not bo regarded as having the 
same force or significance ns if it had 
formed an integral part of a treaty agreed 
to by both parties, though oven apart 
from tho weight claimed for the resolu- 
tion itself, the condition asserted in it, 
namely that Iho aid to bo granted to tho 
construction of the Pacific Railway should 
not bo such as to increase the existing 
rate of taxation, involves of course a prin- 
ciple, of which neither British Columbia 
nor any other part of tho Dominion 
should loso sight. 

7. I cannot but suppose that tho com- 
plaints which have reached mo from the 
Government of British Columbia havo 
been founded upon a misapprehension, 
both with reference to tho expression 
used in the Canadian Minute in Council 
of the 20th of September, in regard to tho 
cash bonus of 8750,000, which it was pro- 
posed to award to the Provinoe, as well as 
to the intention of the Dominion Minis- 
ters. From the reports of tho engineers 
which you havo forwarded to me, I am 
led to believe that no exertions havo boon 
spared in tho prosecution of the extremely 
difficult surveys which must necessarily 
preoede tho location of the line, and I 
cannot help entertaining every confidence 
that tho Dominion authorities will con- 
tinue to exorcise effectual diligence in tho 
proseoutiou of tho work, 

H Whilst I fully sympathize with the 
px ; oties which must be felt by those 



charged with tho responsibility of bring- 
ing this vory groat ontorprize to a suc- 
cessful termination, and readily acknowl- 
edge the difficulties which attended it, I 
confidently trust that tho inhabitants of 
British Columbia will not fail to remem- 
ber that they aro not inoroly inhabitants 
of a Province, but of a groat Dominion, 
and that they will not bo less anxious 
than any of their fellow subjeots in any 
other part of tho country to soo tho work 
conducted under such circumstances ns 
will bo most conducive to tho welfare of 
tho community at large. 

9. I heartily approve of your journey 
to British Columbia, and doubt not that 
the fact of your Ministers concurring so 
entirely in the visit, will bo recognized by 
the inhabitants of the Province as a proof 
of their good will and solicitude, and [ 
wish it to bo understood that no course 
could have been suggested which would 
havo been more in accordance with my 
own views. It, is indeed because I attach 
bo much importance to tho project and 
entertain so confident a hope of tho re- 
sults likely to arise from it, that I pro- 
pose to postpone my reply to the Minutes 
in Council which have been communicat- 
ed to me from British Columbia and from 
Canada respectively, and to defer laying 
before Her Majesty the Petition from the 
Provincial Assembly, until after I shall 
havo heard from you from Victoria. 

10. It only remains for mo to notice 
the complaint of tho British Columbian 
Government that tho Minute of Council 
of September 20th, 1875, of your Govern- 
ment, was not forwarded to them till after 
a long delay. After tho explanations 
which havo been given of this Occurrence 
I am certain that tho Government of Brit- 
ish Columbia will feel tis convinced as I 
myself am, that it was merely owing to an 
unfortunate oversight, and I regret that it 
should have been thought to warrant an 
imputation which ought novor to havo 
been made. 

You will he so good as to communi- 
cate tiiis Despatch to the Lieutenant- 
Governor of British Columbia.

Copy of a Report of a Committee of the Hon- 
ourable the Executive Council, approved 
by His Excellency the Lieutenant-Govern- 
or on the 3d day of June, 1870. 
The Committee of Council having had 
before them tho Minute of the Privy Coun- 
cil of Canada, of March 13th last, com- 
menting upon the Address and Petition to 
Her Majesty by the Legislative Assembly 
of British Columbia, desire to submit the 
following remarks in relation thereto: — 

That that Minute in no way disproves 
or oven disputes tho material facts stated 
in the said Address, but rather seeks to 
account for them; nor does it in their 
opinion weakon tho force of the represen- 
tations busod on those facts; and that they 
would bo well satisfied that, tho argument 
in this chbo should bo submitted to any 
impartial tribunal, just as it is left by tho 
reply in tho Minute of the Government of 
Canada upon that Address. 

That they desire, however, to deny dis- 
tinctly that British Columbia has at any 
time, through any delegate or agent eith- 
er directly or indirectly, consented or 
agreed that the Railway obligations of 
Canada towards British Columbia, under 
tho Terms of Union, should be subject to 
to tho limitation specified in the Resolu- 
tion adopted by the House of Commons 
of Canada on the 11th day of April, 1871. 

That such a limitation virtually nulli- 
fies those obligations altogethe r, as, indeed 
is now iu fact claimed by the Government 
of tho Dominion. 

That they protest against tho unwarran- 
ted assumption in that Minute that Brit- 
ish Columbia has m any way assented or 
become bound, either legally or iu honor, 
to snch an abrogation of Iho Railway Ar- 
ticle of the Terms of Union. 

That they equally repel tho charge that 
this Province, from sordid and selfish cra- 
ving "for tho gains and profits to be ex- 
pected from tho expenditure of millions 
in their midst; on the construction of the 
Pacific Railway," has ever sought to exact 
tho literal fulfilment of tlie Railway Agree- 
ment, regardless of the general welfare of 
Canada, even to tho involvement of the 
Dominion, of which sho is a Province, in 
financial ruin, as is asserted in that Min- 
ute. That, on the contrary, British Co- 
lumbia has always been ready to adopt a 
reasonable view of that agreement, as is 
fully shown by the cordial concurrence of 
her Government and people in the modifi- 
cation of that agreement effected in 1871, 
through tho Right Honourable the Seero- 
rotary of State for tho Colonies. 

That tho Government of Canada, how- 
over, now ovado compliance with tho re- 
quirements of that modified agreement, 
or seek to qualify and virtually nullify it 
by a condition certainly not clearly or 
Openly stated (if stated at all) when that 
modification was decided upon by tho 
Secretary of Stato for the Colonies and ac- 
cepted unreservedly by that Government. 

That British Columbia nevor urged, or 
desired, nor would sho havo concurred in 
any such expenditure of tho public funds 
of Canada, in tho construction of the Pa 
cillo Railway, as could bo shown to bo be- 
yond the financial ability of tho Domin- 
ion, but that sho has claimed and does 
claim a right to form and express an inde- 
pendent opinion as to the extent to which 
that financial ability should bo exerted on 
this great national enterprise; and she 
holds that, though in other respects an in- 
tegral part of Canada ns a Province of tho 
Dominion, sho is entitled, in respect of 
this question of tho non-fulfillment of tho 
Terms upon which she entered tho Do- 
minion, to a position as independent 
as she occupied in negotiating those 
Terms, a position of entire equality with 
that whioh attaches to tho Dominion it- 
self, the other party to those nogotiatons. 

That as regards tho suggestion by the 
Government of Canada in tho Minute of 
Privy Council of 20th September last, that 
British Columbia should receive p, bonus 
of §750,000 "ns compensation for any de- 
lays which may tako place in tho construc- 
tion of tho Pacific Railway ;" it seems to 
bo intimated in tho subsequent Miuuto of 
March 13th, although it is yot far from 



being distinctly stated, that such bonus 
was offered in lieu of the proposed sec- 
tion of railway between Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo only, ami that it was never in- 
tended that the acceptance of that bonus 
by British Columbia should reliovo Cana- 
da from any of tho conditions of tho set- 
tlement of the Railway agreement effected 
in 1874, other than that providing for the 
construction of that particular septiou of 
railroad. If such was tho intention of 
that offer, it, is much to be regretted that 
it was expressed in tho Minute of 20ih 
September in language which certainly 
conveys a very different meaning, and 
fully warrants tho conclusion, and none 
other, which tho Government and people 
of British Columbia derived from it, viz: 
that the acceptance of the proffered bonus 
would bo held to preclude British Colum- 
bia from any further assertion of hor rights 
under the Railway Article of tho Terms 
of Union. It is yet more to bo regretted 
that the Government of Canada, on learn- 
ing that the true intent of their suggestion 
had been, as they allege, misapprehended, 
have not, in plain language, renewed that 
suggestion in the spirit of the desire ex- 
pressed in their last Minute, to propose 
"a liberal compensation for delays, in 
substitution of that provided by tho ar- 
rangement recently entered into in 1874, 
but to which Parliament declined to 
assent." 

That as to tho contention in tho Miuuto 
of the Privy Council of C.tnada of 20th of 
September last, that the "proposed rail- 
way from Esquimalt to Nanaimo does not 
form a portion or the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, as defined by the Act; it was pro- 
posed as compensation for tho disap- 
pointment experienced by tho unavoid- 
able delay in constructing the railway- 
across the continent," which contention 
is renewed iu their subsequent Minute, 
tho Committee observe that tho Order in 
Council of 7th June, 1873, by which it is 
decided that "Esquimalt be fixed as tho 
terminus of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road," has never been repealed or revers- 
ed, as ferns the Committee aro awaro, by 
any subsequent Order of Council or other 
instrument of equal validity. Certainly 
no such subsequent Order <,f Council has 
been communicated to tho Government of 
British Columbia. 

That, whatever may havo been tho in- 
tention of tho Government of Canada in 
offering to construct immediately Iho por- 
tion of road between Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo, that offer has never been accepted 
by the Government of British Columbia. 

That the Government of British Col- 
vuibia did, however, accept the settlement 
effected in 1871 through the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, and that tho Gov- 
ernment :■ h\ people of British Columbia 
are loyally and ready to abide in all re- 
spects by that settlement, and to bo bound 
by its conditions as they may bo defined 
by the Secretary of State for tho Colonies. 

That the Government and Legislaturo 
of British Columbia, desirous then, in 
they still aro, to do all in their powor to 
give effect to that settlement, without 
hesitation complied last year with the ro 
quest of Iho Government of Canada for 
the conveyance to th.it Government, by 
A->t of this Legislature, of certain lands 
along tho line of the proposed railroad 
between Esquimalt and Nanaimo, in aid 
of tho construction of that portion of road 
of the extent and on conditions stipulated 
in tho lltli Article of the Terms of Union. 

Thai the Government of Canada, in their 
application for tho conveyance of those 
lauds by Act of this Legislature, gave no 
intimation that such conveyance by legis- 
lation was specially requisite on account 
of tho proposed road from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo not being part of tlie Pacific 
Railroad; nor was such a consideration 
presented in any way to the Government 
or Legislaturo of British Columbia. 

That the Committee hold, on tho con- 
trary, that such legislation would have 
beeu equally required for the full convey - 
unco of tho lands applied for, whether 
the portion of road for the construction 
of which they were appropriated wore 
part of the Canadian Pacific Railroad or 
not, and that similar legislation would be 
requisite for the conveyance to the Do- 
minion of any lan, Is in respect of the con- 
struction of any portion oi the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, under tho 11th Article 
of tho Terms of Union, by which thoGov- 
ernment of British Columbia "agree to 
convey" oertain lands on tho conditions 
therein stated, this Government being in- 
compotent to duly carry that agreement 
into effect without being further special- 
ly empowered so to do by the Legislature 
of the Province. 

That tho contention that tho portion of 
the road between Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
is not part of tho Pacific Railway is whol- 
ly immaterial if— as seems to be indicat- 
ed in the hist Minute of Privy Council — 
that pot tion of road was undertaken in 
187-1 as compensation tor delay which bud 
already occurred in tho commencement 
or tho Pacific Railroad, and for suoh fur- 
ther delay only in its construction 
and completion as is stipulated in tho 
settlement eifeoted by tho Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. 

That, with regard to tho comparative 
statement of the Revenue and Expendi- 
ture of the Dominion in British Colum- 
bia sinco Union, which is appended to 
and commented upon in tho Miuuto of 
Privy Council of 18th March, it would 
not bo difficult to show that that state* 
ment is not altogether a fur exhibit of 
the account. That a large part of the ex- 
penditure charged against British Colum- 
bia is incidental to the extension of the 
system of Confederation over a new Pro- 
vince. That tho revenue derived by tho 
Dominion from British Columbia is shown 
by that statement to havo steadily and 
largely increased, viz: as $308, 208 08 for 
the year 1871-2 is to 8275, 338 01 for tho 
first half of the year 1875-6, tho expendi- 
ture increasing also in about Iho sumo 
proportion; that whilst it, may confident- 
ly bo anticipated that at least that ratio of 
increase of revonue will bo maintained, 
the increase of expenditure, on the other 
hand, may be expected to bo proportion- 
ately reduced after tha completion of 
those publio buildings and other pub- 
Uo works, tho construction of whioh was 



provided for tho Terms of Union, and to 
which a considerable part of tho expendi- 
ture of the past thrao years is chargeable. 

That oven if it should bo shown from a 
comparison of tho expenditure and ro- 
ceipts of tho Dominion in British Colum- 
bia sinco Union, that enormous pecuni- 
ary advantages have, ns is asserted in that 
Miuuto, resulted to this Provinco, such a 
financial baliinco against British Colum- 
bia would be but insignificant in compari- 
son with the infinitely moro important 
and lasting benefits which sho justly an- 
ticipates from the construction of the Pa- 
cific Railroad in accordance with tho 
Terms of Union, not indeed so much from 
the expenditure of money iu its construc- 
tion as from tho results to tho Provinco 
and to the Dominion of its completion 
and the establishment thoreby of a great 
highway for trade and travel within Brit- 
ish territory from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and the immigration consequent 
therefrom into this Province 

That the introduction, by the Govern- 
ment of tho Dominion, of such a discus- 
sion as to the financial results to Canada 
and British Columbia respectively, from 
tho introduction of that Provinco into the 
Dominion, appears to tho Committee most 
unfortunate, and is certainly not perti- 
nent to the question at issue. British 
Columbia has never complained of hav- 
ing been unfairly dealt with in tho ap- 
portionment of General Expenditure by 
the Dominion, nor would tho Committee 
desire to assume that such expenditure, 
either in British Columbia or elsewhere, 
has boon directed by any other motive 
than that of promoting tbo general wel- 
fare of the Dominion as a whole, without 
seeking to purchase, by unduo apportion- 
ment of tho public funds, tho consent of 
this or any other ProviLce to an aban- 
donment of just claims under the Terms 
of Union. 

That tho manifestation by tho Govern- 
ment of Canada of their sentiments to- 
wards British Columbia, expressed in tho 
concluding paragraphs of their hat Min- 
ute, followed as it has beeu by tho adop- 
tion by a largo majority of tho House- of 
Commons in tho recent Session— all the 
members of tho Government of that 
House being of that majority— of a Reso- 
lution to the effect that the Pacific- Rail- 
road shall not be built if its construction 
entail on Canada any increase of taxation, 
has painfully impressed us, and tho com- 
munity we represent, with the conviction 
that tho Government of Canada do not iu- 
teud to press tho construction of that 
Railroad beyond the convenience of that 
Government after providing for all other 
public works of apparently moro direct 
and local interest to tho majority in East- 
ern Canada, nor to have any regard to the 
contract for its completion entered into 
by Canada in the Terms of Union, and 
renewed iu modified terms in tho Settle- 
ment effected, in 1874, by the Right Hon- 
ourable the Secretary of Stato for tho 
Colonies, except subject to that conven- 
ience. 

That the Committee, again, humbly 
submit that British Columbia is, at least, 
entitled to have tho conditions of that 
settlement carried out in letter and in 
spirit; and they humbly and earnestly re- 
new the prayer of i lie Petition to Her Ma- 
jesty from the Legislative Assembly of tho 
Provinco; that the Dominion Government 
bo immediately moved to carry out the 
terms of that settlement. 

That they havo tho fullest confidence 
that Hot Majesty will not require Her 
loyal subjects in this Province, however 
numerically weak, to submit to iujustioa 
and injury from the majority, however 
great, to whom they united themselves at 
Her Majesty's instance, on di-tinot and 
carefully considered terms, in claiming 
tho performance of which, oven in a mod- 
ified form, they are met with reproaches 
and charged with ignominious motives. 

That, unless means be speedily taken 
to romove this sense of slight and injus- 
tice, now felt by the people of British Co- 
lumbia, and to satisfy them that the sub- 
stantial right of the Provinco will bo 
maintained, this growing alienation of 
sentiment must result prejudicially to tho 
nitorests of the Empire. 

Tho Committee respectfully request 
that your Excellency will bo pleased, if 
this Report be approved, to cause copios 
thereof to be severally forwarded to the 
Right Honorable the Secretary of Stato 
for tho Colonies and to the Honourable 
tho Secretary of Slate for Canada.

My Lonn, — I duly received Your Lord- 
ships despatch (No. lOOoftlio 30th June 
last) enclosing a Report of a Committeo 
of the Executive Council of British Col- 
umbia, respecting tbo course takon by 
tho Dominion Governmout in reference 
to the construction of tho Canadian Paci- 
lic Railway. This report, together with 
tbo previous one of the 4th January, and 
tho Petition to the Queen from the Legis- 
lative Assembly of iho Province, have re- 
ceived my very careful consideration. 

2. In my despatch (No. 113 of tho 23rd 
of May) I informed you that 1 proposed 
to postpone any reply to tho Minutes of 
Council, which had previously reached 
me from British Columbia and Canada 
respectively, upon this subject; and that, 
I should also defer laying boforo the 
Queen tho Petition from the Provincial 
Assembly, until after your contemplated 
visit to British Columbia. 

3. It has not yet been possible for you 
to complete and transmit to mo your offi- 
cial report of this visit, but as I under- 
stand that tho meeting of tho British Col- 
umbia Legislature is now near at hand, I 
think I ought not any longer to withhold 
from the Governments of tho Dominion 
and of tho Provinco an expression of my 
opinion, so far as it has yet been possible 
for me to form ono, on tho principal 
questions now tit issue. 

4. Although, in visiting British Col- 
umbia, you were not charged to offer any 
explanations or to make any proposals, 
either on behalf of Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment or of your Ministers, to tho 
Government and popple*of tho Province, 
I naturally anticipated that tho result of 
your communications with them would 
bo to enlighten them as to tho views and 
policy of the Dominion Government, and 
the difficulties with which that Govern- 
ment has had to contend m fulfilling the 
terms of the settlement which I proposed 
in 1874; and consequently would tend to 
allay the irritation which had been felt in 
tho Provinco on account of the fuiluro of 
tho Bill providing for the Nanaimo and 
Esquimalt Railway, as well as on other 
points in regard to which tho people of 
British Columbia have been dissatisfied. 

5. I have already learnt enough of your 
proceedings to feel assured that I do not 
misinterpret the result of your visit, in 
believing that my anticipations, as above 
expressed, havo beeu to a great extent 
fulfilled, and that public opinion in British 
Columbia will at all events he prepared 
to concur with mo in the opinion that the 
ciroumstances of the case are such as to 
render it not unreasonable that tho Do- 
minion Government should ask for time, 
and an indulgent consideration of their 
own difficulties, in order that they may 
fulfil, to tho best of their ability, the ob- 
ligations under which they find themsel- 
ves placed. 

6. If I do not at this' moment comply 
with tho representations of the Assembly 
and Council of tho Province, that I should 
urge upon the Government of Canada the 
strict and immediate fulfilment of tho ob- 
ligations to which I havo referred in tho 
preceding paragraph, it is because I ap- 
preciate, more distinctly perhaps thau it 
is possible for the people of the Province 
to do, tho position in which tho Domin- 
ion Government has been placed by tho 
failure of tho Island Railway Bill. I re- 
cognize, moreover, the fact that there are 
many considerations which require that 
the whole of this most important question 
of the Pacific Railway should be treated 
with the utmost deliberation consistent 
with tho pressing requirements of tho 
Provinco, and that no hasty notion should 
be pressed upon the Canadian Govern- 
ment, whom, I need hardly say, I believe 
to bo thoroughly sincere in their desire to 
construct the main lino of railway with 
all tho expedition of which tho resources 
of tho country and the engineering prob- 
lems remaining yet unsolved will admit. 

7. After much and anxious considera- 
tion, and with every sympathy for tho 
senso of disappointment under which I 
see that tho peoplo of British Columbia 
are laboring, I cannot avoid tho conclu- 
sion that the objections which have been 
made against the course taken by the 
Dominion Government have been couch- 
ed in moro severe and exaggerated lan- 
guage than a fair estimate of the peculiar 
embarrassments and the difficulties of 
tho caso would seem to justify. 

8. Tho British Columbian Government 
must, I feel sure, bo convinced (as Iain) 
that tbo survoys of tho lino havo boon 
prosecuted with the greatest, vigour and 
dispatch possible, that these surveys aro 
now approaching completion, ami that 
every effort bus been made by tho Gov- 
ernment of Canada to hurry forward tho 
autecadent preparations necessary to the 
construction of tho railway. 

9. It must, of course, bo expected that, 
even after the oomplo tion of the survey s up- 
on tho spot, a great amount of work will 
remain to bo donoin tho Engineer's ollice, 
and tho Dominion Government will re- 
quiro time to consider fully, aflor suffi- 
ciently accurate data havo been collected, 
not only the exact proportions and details 
of tho undertaking, but also tho calls 
which it will entail upon the resources of 
tho country. Those, again, who may bo 
disposed to contract for sections of the 
line, and soino of whom may not improb- 
ably bo resident in England, would pre- 
sumably require to send their ngonts to 
tho localities, in order to make suoh cal- 
culations as would euablo thorn to tender 
for tho work. 

10. Thero h a question of tho greatest 
importune* whioh has weighed uiuoh with 



mo. Not only is it evident that tho ronto 
inland must bo laid down with sufficient 
precision for tho purpose, but tho ques- 
tion of tho terminus is ono in which tho 
most serious consequences are obviously 
involved, aud with regard, to which, after 
having rocourso to iho information now 
in tho possession of tho Lords Commis- 
sioners of tho Admiralty, I soo clearly 
that wo have not at piosent tho materials 
for any definite couolusou. 

11. Tho futuro success of the Railway 
is, iudeod, in so groat a degreo dependent 
upon a proper approach to the Hoa being 
solected, that it would bo obviously im- 
proper for the Canadian Government to 
bo hurried into a premature decision on 
this point by any untimely pressure. For 
example, grave objections, I understand, 
may bo urged against the Bute Inlet route 
which has been looked upon with much 
favour, on account of tho inadequacy of 
its hoadwaters us n safe anchorage: and 
unless tho Railway could hereafter bo 
practically prolonged to somo point in 
Vancouver Island, such as Barclay Sound 
or Esquimalt, by means of steuu ferry 
navigation acrois the intervening chan- 
nels, it appears dillicult to sou how this 
route could be adopted. 

12. The question of tho terminus on the 
Pacific is in fact ono winch can only be 
decided alter fuller and moro conclusive 
reports have been procurod from Murine 
Engineers or Naval Officers than have yot 
been obtained, and these considerations, 
couplod wiih other circumstances, make 
it now evident that with the beat inten- 
tions and exertions, and under the most 
favorable circumstances, no serious com- 
mencement of tho Railway within the 
Province can bo at once made. 

13. Between tho coming spring, how- 
over, aud the spring of 1878, it muy fairly 
bo expected that many points now sur- 
rounded with doubt will havo bocome 
more clearly defined aud Ifully hope and 
believe that after tho very limited delay 
of a single summer tho Province of Brit- 
ish Columbia will find that there is no 
longer any obstacle to the active prosecu- 
tion of the undertaking, and I trust that 
tho Provinco will not fail toperceive with 
mo that its case -will bo by no moans 
strengthened if impatience (however na- 
tural) under other circumstances is dis- 
played at the non-commencomont of a 
lino of u Railway tho proper courso and 
terminus of winch are as yot altogether 
uncertain, while at tho same time nn in- 
dependent observer must admit that tho 
Canadian Government aro using every ex- 
ertion to carry out tho work as rapidly as 
possible 

14. I will not now further notice the 
offer made to British Columbia, by Cana- 
da, of a mo'iey payment iu lieu of tlio Ej- 
quimalt and Nanaimo Railway, and in 
compensation for delay, than by observ- 
ing that I could not with advantage at tho 
present moment enter into tho question 
of tho sufficiency or otherwise of the a- 
mouut offered. The present condition of 
the whole question renders it, in my opin- 
ion, premature to discuss this particular 
point inasmuch as tho duration of tho do- 
lay in commencing the main lino of Rail- 
way may become equitably, nt all evonts.a 
material consideration in estimating tiie 
amount which should bo paid to tbo Pro- 
vince. If would, however, bo a source of 
much satisfaction to mo to learn that the 
Provinco were willing to accept tho prin- 
ciple of a money equivalent for tho lino in 
question, tho construction of which I am 
bound to say does not appear to mo like- 
ly to bo the most judicious expenditure of 
capital. 

15. To sum up, then, tho considerations 
to which I have referred, I wish you to 
inform your advisors aud tho Provincial 
Government that, while I do not feel my- 
self in a position to decline to entertain 
tho representations pressed upon mo by 
tho Provinco, I am nevertheless at this 
moment unable to pronounce an opinion 
as to the course which should bo taken, 
either with regard to tho Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway or with regard to the 
delays which havo occurred, or which 
may yet yet occii*, in the construction of 
the main line. Until it is known what is 
to bo the route and terminus of that lino 
and what oilers may be mado by contrac- 
tors for its construction, I feel that it 
would bo improper to como to any con- 
clusions on the subject. 

10. I sincerely regret tho immense en- 
gineering difficulties which have present- 
ed themselves and which have necessurily 
rendered impracticable iu some respects 
tho settlements which I recommended in 
187-1; but lam satisfied that the Domin- 
ion Government hao contended with them 
to the best of its ability; and while I trust 
that the Province will now wait patiently 
until the terminus can bo settled and ten- 
ders for the work can bo received . I shall 
be ready when in possession of this infor- 
mation to assist so far as I can, if both 
parties should desire it, in tho settlement 
of the minor, though of courso vory im- 
portant, question, which has arisen as to 
the compensation off ered in substitution 
for the Railway on tho Island.

Sir.— I duly received your telegram iu- 
formiug mo tuat'your Ministers ore anx- 
ious to convene the Legislature directly, 
and to place before the House Her Majoa 
ty's duchion on the Petition of February, 
1870, respecting tho Canadian Pacific 
Railway, and requesting me to telegraph 
to you tho Bubstance of the decision ur- 
rivednt. 

2. I replied by my telegram of the 1 1 th 
instant, informing you that I was about 
to write to you by tho mail, and trusted 
that no conclusions would be armed at 
nor action taken until tho arrival of my 
Despatch. . 

3 I now wish to explain to you that on 
the 18th of December lust 1" addrossod a 
Despatch to the Governor-General of Ca- 
nada (No. 3G2), setting forth at length 
tho views of Her Majesty's Government in 
regard to tho Bailway question. 

± A copy of that Despatch has, I am 
informed by Lord Dnfferin, been trans- 
mitted to yon, and it is my desire that it 
should bo regarded as addressed as much 
to tho Province of British Columbia i. 
answer to the representations received 
from the Council and Assembly, as to the 
Government of the Dominion. 

5 I feol assured that your Government 
and Legislature will give duo weight to 
tho recommendations therein contained, 
and that they will accept my assurance 
that after careful and anxious considera- 
tion of tho subject, 1 feel tbut any at- 
tempt at this precise moment lo come to 
a final decision would be inexpedient in 
the interest of any party .and would create 
fresh diiHoultios to the settlement of the 
question on that just and satisfactory 
footing which Her Majesty 's Goveinmi ni 
so earnestly desire. , 

G. As you are well aware, it is not usual | i )U t 
for tho Secretary of State to correspond 
directly with a Provincial Government, 
ulesof tho service requiring that nil the 
such communications should he made to 
tho Governor-General.

Tho docu- 
ment abounds with suggestions of value 
rnd importance to the commonwealth; 
and the various topics touched upon show 
that the Ministry aro both energetic and 
efficient. Their promise to bring for- 
ward some measures of great public utili- 
ty will bo hailed with satisfaction. Wo 
propose to review tho speech to-morrow, 
and iu tho meanwhile invito its careful 
perusal. 

THE RAILWAY DISPATCHES. 



"uiilta.il/ie railway could hereafter be prac- 
tical!}/ prolonged to some point in Vancouver 
Is/and, .tuck as Barclay Sound or Esqiti- 
vialt, by memm of steam ferry navigation 
across 'tin: intervening channels, tt appears 
difficult to see how thai route could he adopt- 
ed." In clause 10 of tho dispatch, which re- 
fers to tho difficulties that'attoud tho selec- 
tion of the route, Lord Carnarvon re- 
marks thut " ICc havo not at present tho 
materials for any definite) conclusion." 
Tho use ol'tlio pronoun "we" strengthens 
the position previously taken by us in 
view of tho offioial documents from tho 
Colonial Gflicu addressed to nautical men 
in this vicinity, that tho responsibility of 
tho selection of tho Western terminus has 
boon accepted by tho British Government. 
Under these ciroumstanoes it is pointed 
out that "no serious commencement of tho 
railway can ho at once made." In tho 
next clause tho noble Earl holds out tho 
prospect that" 'between the coming spring and 
the spring of 1878 it may fairly be expected 
that many points new surrounded with doubt 
will hare become more clearly defined, and 
I fully hope and believe that after the limit- 
ed delay of a single summer the Province of 
British Columbia will find that there is ?w 
longer any obstacle to the active proeecution 
of the undertaking ; and I trust that the Pro- 
vince will not fail to perceive xoitli me that its 
case will be by no means strengthened If lm- 
patience (however natural under other 
circumstances) is displayed at the non- 
coruniencement of a lino of Railway, tho 
proper course and terminus of which 
aro as yet altogether uncertain; while 
at tho same tinio an independent observ- 
er must admit that the Canadian Govern- 
ment are using every exertion to carry 
out the work as rapidly as possible" Tho 
dispatch deals, noxt, with the question of 
compensation. Lord Carnarvon informs 
the Government that he is at present un- 
able to pronounce an opinion as to tho 
amount of compensation that should bo 
paid by Canada in lieu of the Island line: 
marks that it would afford hiui 
"much satisfaction" to learn that the Pro- 
vince is willing to accept "a money equi- 
valent for the line in question." Portlier 
on, ho remarks that ho is unable at this 
utomont to pronounce an opinion as to tho 
course which should bo taken, either with 
regard to tlio Esquimalt or Xaimimo rail- 
way, or in the construction of tho mi i i 
lino." Until it is known what is to be i >v

After again expressing confidence in tho 
good faith of the Dominion Government, 
the dispatch concludes as follows: 

"And whilo I trust that tho Province 
will now wait patiently until tho terminus 
cau be settled and tenders for the work 
can bo received, I shall be ready when in 
possession of this information to assist, so 
far as I can, if both parties should desire 
P, in the settlement of the miuor, though, 
of course, very important question which 
has arisen as to tho compensation offered 
in substitutefor the railway on the Island."

Our readers will find in full in this is- 
nue couies of the dispatches that have 
j)ii.-Bt!il between tho Governments of this 
Provinces, of Canada and Great Britiau 
res Kit ting tho bre ich in the Railway 
co enunt. Tho dispatches ore lengthy, 
but they will bo read with interest by 
people in ull parts of the Province. Dur- 
ing the recess it has been the custom of 
tho Opposition press lo accuse tho Local 
Government of wan! of energy and man 
liaosu in pressing the uiaiuiH oi th- Pro- 
vince on tho attention of tiie Secretary for 
the Colonies. It wiil ho soon on refer- 
ence to tbo Minute of Council of this 
Government of the 3d of June last, that 
they have not failed to advance, in firm 
but' respectful language, tho right* an>! 
reasonable expectations of the Province 
upon Lord Carnarvon'* ulten i m. What 
could bo more forcible and poi ited than 
the expression ol the couviciion that tho 
'•Government of Canada do not intend to 
press tho construction of the Railroad be- 
yond the convenience of Canada;" or 
this: "ThatBritish Columbia is, at least, 
entitled to have tho condil iona of that [tins 
Carnarvon J settlemt ut carried out in let- 
ter and in spirit,;" or, "that ihey [the Lo- 
cal Government J have the fullest conti 
denco that Her Majesty will not r< quire 
HerJoyul subjects in tbi-s Province, how- 
ever numerically weak, to submit to In- 
justice and injury from the majorily;" or, 
"that unless means be speodily taken to 
remove this sense of slight unci injustice, 
now felt by tho people of 13ri: i~li Colum- 
bia * * * this growing alienation of 
sentiment must result prejudically to the 
interests of tho Empire." Tiio Govern- 
ment may well claim that they have dis- 
played an amount of vigor mid straight- 
forwardness in this mutter that entitle 
them to the confidence of tho country. 

We oomo now to the dispatch from 
Earl Carnarvon of date December 18th, 
1H7U. The paper is written in the smooth, 
diplomatic tone ao oharacteristio of a 
British Minister. But the expression of 
tho opinion of a "thoroughly sincere" 
desire of tho Canadian Government "to 
construct the main-line of railway with 
all the expedition of which the resources 
of tho country and the engineering pro- 
blems remaining unsolved will admit," i9 
doeidod and sententious enough to bo 
worthy of a British Columbian politician. 
Lord Carnarvon has confidence in tho 
bona fide intentions of Canada to build 
tho line; but, hois of opinion that the 
"peculiar embarrassments p.nd difficulties 
oi the cuso" have not been fairly estimat- 
ed by Columbians. The surveys, he says, 
"have-been prosecuted with the greatest, 
vigor and dispatoh possible;" these sur- 
veys, ho adds, are now "approaching com- 
pletion and every effort has been made 
by tho Government of Canada to hurry 
forward tho antecedent preparations ne- 
cessary to the construction of tho Rail- 
Way." Tho dispatch continues that oven 
supposing tho surveys completed, time 
must necessarily elapse before contractors 
can visit the Province and prepare their 
bids for Beotionu of tho lino. 

The question of route is next dealt 
with by tho dispatch, and tho diffi- 
culties attending its [selection re- 
ferred to. Bute Inlet, which v as 
retarded with much favor, wo are told, 
been found to po*toss poor anchorage; 



The conclusions to bo drawn from tho 
despatch which wo have summarized 
above aro these: That Lord Carnarvon is 
of opinion that if tho Island Bailway is 
not built by tho Canadian Government a 
money equivalent should bo paid by Ca- 
nada to the Province in lieu thereof; that 
he is unable to decide as to the amount of 
that compensation, or, indeed, whether 
compensation will bo necessary or 
not,' until the western terminus of tho 
overland railway shall havo been deter? 
mined, for should the line terminate at 
Esquimalt, no compensation will be re 
quired; that ho believes railway work will 
commence in the spring of 1878; that the 
Bi itish Government are of opinion that 
the Canadian Government have used duo 
dilligeu.ee in tho prosecution of tho sur- 
veys: and that to the Imperial Govern- 
ment has boon assigned tho responsi- 
bility of selecting the Pacific terminus. 
I he Province lias assurance that the main 
line will be pushed ahead; and, in addi 
lion, a voiy dangerous element, that 
might have proved a bono of contention be- 
tween Mainland and island, has been re- 
moved from the arena of sectional strife. 
We refer to the question of compensation. 

Nww, it is but right that wo should say 
that two very important points have boon 
gained by the appeal to England. Tho 
Minute of the Canadian Privy (Jontici! of 
September 20th, 1875. tendered to Britit.il 
Columbia a cash bonus of 8700,000 in 
compensation for any "delays which may 
take place in the construction of tho 
Paoili'j Railway." The oiler was indig- 
nantly refused by the Province, because 
to have accepted it would have been to 
surrender tlio hopo of railway construc- 
tion anywhere in the Province for many 
yea-s. This point has been decid- 
ed by Lord Carnarvon in favor of com- 
pensation being paid in lion of the Island 
Railway; and ho speaks of that compensa- 
tion us a "money equivalent" for tho 
Island lino. Tho fear has often been ex- 
pressed that money paid as compensation 
would be likely to cause both Mainland 
and Island to scramble for it and expend 
it on local improvements. This fe u- is 
now not likely to be realized, for should 
compensation bo found necessary tho 
money will bo spent on tho Island line 
and on no other object. To sum up tho 
case it is perfectly plain that tho country 
will find in the despatch "less than it is 
entitled to expect;'' hut it in doubtful 
whether, with the assurance of Lord Car- 
narvon before it of the commencement of 
work next spring, any hasty action would 
meet with the approval of ovon n majority 
of the citizens of Victoria.

SECOND PROVINCIAL LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 

SECOND SESSION. 



The second sessiou of tho Provincial 
Legislative Assembly was opened at \y t 
o'clock yesterday afternoon by His Ex- 
cellency tho Lieut.-Governor. A large 
crowd, many of whom were ludies, assembl- 
ed to witness the ceremony, in which a great 
amount of interest was manifested. His 
Excellency and suite (which comprised 
Colonel Houghton, D.A.G., Capt. Harris, 
of II. M.S. Koobot, and Capt, Layton, 
Private Secretary,) wero received by (Jo.'s 
1 and 2, Militia, tho band playing tho Na- 
tional Anthem. Amongst the ttirong as- 
sembled to witness tho proceedings wero 
the following:— Mis. and Miss Richards, 
Mrs. Hacdonald, Mrs. Ash, tho Misses 
Crease, Mrs. Cushb^ , Mrs. and Missos 
Rhodes, Mr. and Mrs. W. Ward, Mr., 
Mrs. and Miss P. Innis, Mrs. Rilhet, Mrs.

His Excellency having ascended the 
throne, proceeded to road the following 

Bl'EEOU. 

Mr. Speaker, Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly:— la addressing you, the re- 
preseut.it ives of the people of British 
C.)luoibia, for tho lirst time since I had 
the honor to be appointed us the Lieut.- 
Governor of this Province, I tdco the op- 
portunity to assure yon that I do so with 
a full appreciation of tho importanco of 
tho groat trust reposed in mo, and I ear- 
nestly hope that during my term of office 
tho Province of British Columbia will 
progress and prosper. 

The subject of tho construction of the 
Cauadian Pacini Railway— upon which 
tho future welfare ot tho Province so 
much depends, and upon which tho pub- 
lic mind "has been so long and so anxious- 
ly agitated, — is one in which you will be 
particularly interested. Dispatches, from 
Her Majesty's Principal Secretory of State 
for the Colonies, in answer to the Peti- 
ty>n of your Honorable Hoiiso to Her 
Most Gracious Majesty upon this impor- 
tant subject, have been received ; and 1 ex- 
tremely regret to announce to you that 
thoy still leave tho tiual deoision of this 
vexed and long pending question in abey- 
ance It is, however, to ba noted, with 
pome degree of satisfaction, that Lord 
Carnarvon expresses a beiief that, after 
tho delay of a single summer, there will 
no longer bo any obstacle to the active 
prosecution of Railway construction tu 
British Columbia. Correspondence upon 
this matter will bo laid betore you. 

Tho Commissioners appointed agree- 
ably to the arrangements made last Ses- 
sion betwoou the Dominion aud Provin- 
cial Governments for ttio settlement of 
tho Indian laud question are at present in 
the Held, aud have succeeded in eti'et'ting 
satisfactory andamicable settlement j with 
various tribes of Indians. The present 
Cornmisston, however, has proved to be 
an exceedingly expensive method of ad- 
justing the Indian reserves. I am there- 
fore pleased to iuform you that tho Do- 
minion Government have assented to sug- 
gestions forwarded to them by my Gov- 
ernment, which will hasten the comple- 
tion of tho labours of the present Com- 
missioners and provide for an easy and 
inexpensive means of settling all further 
questions respecting Indian lands, 

With regard to the Graving Dock at 
Esquimall, considerable paogross has 
been made with tho preliminary works 
under very adverse circumstances, and I 
trust shortly to receive from the Engin- 
eers the necessary plans and specifications 
anproved by tho Imperial authorities, up- 
on receipt of which I shall be enabled to 
invite tenders for tho construction of tho 
niaiu work.. 

Tho unprecedented ilool which occurr- 
ed oarly in tlio season, and caused serious 
injury to tho settlers in tho fertile valley 
of tho Eraser, induced my Ministers to 
institute a survey witb a view of ascer- 
taining tho possibility of dyking tho Su- 
mas, in order to prevent a recurrence of 
tho disaster in that District. A report 
upon this subject will also bo laid before 
you. 

I regret that the s.iine flood occasioned 
very great damage to the Cariboo Trunk 
Road and tho bridges thereon, necessitat- 
ing for tho puryose of placing that im- 
portant highway in a thorough state of 
repair an expenditure considerably in ex 
cess of that contemplated alike by ray 
Ministers and by your honorable body 
when the Estimates wero passed last Ses- 
siou. 

In respect to School matters, changes 
have been made in accordance with tho 
expressed wishes of thin honourable Leg- 
islature at its last session. A Deputy Su- 
perintendent has been appointed fir tho 
Mainland, and it affords mo pleasure to 
nay thut the important institution atOaolie 
Creek, that had been allowed to full into 
decay aud much diminished usefulness, 
has since t he appointment materially im- 
proved. A High School, to provide for 
free instruction in tho higher branches of 
education, has also been established in 
this oity. It is doing very useful work, 
and has alroady proved to bo a' valuablo 
ad j iino t Lo our school system. 



The produce of our principal gold fi.dds 
has somewhat fallen off during tho past 
year. A proposition will be submitted to 
you with a view of encouraging tho orec- 
tion of quartz mills, and tho development 
of that moro porniunorri, aud therefore 
mora important branch of gold mining. 

Tho coal and lumber industries have 
ooutiuued to extend, tho exports showing 
a considerable increase over previous 
years. 

Tho growing importanco of our coal 
mines renders it advisable to provido ne- 
cessary safeguards in their working; a 
measure will theroforo bo submitted to 
you to provido for their inspection, with 
the object of decroasing tho danger of 
calamitous accidents. 

Acts to provido for tho bettor adminis- 
tration of justice, and to establish uu im- 
proved County Court sj-stem will bo sub- 
mitted to you. 

Au Act to amend tho "Election Regu- 
lation Act," which will provido for tho 
more perfect socurity of iudopoudout vot- 
ing in accordance with tho spirit of tho 
"Ballot Act, 1873," will bo introduced for 
your consideration. 

I shall proposo to you a measure to 
amend tho "Constitution Act," by provid- 
ing for a moro equitable representation of 
tho Provinco iu your honorable Assembly. 

I havo to oougratulato you upon the sa- 
tisfactory condition of the Revenue, which 
shows an advance under nearly all tho 
principal heads of receipt. 

Tho Public Accounts will bo laid be- 
fore you at onoe; and Estimates for tho 
current year are in eonrso of preparation, 
and will be sent down to you at an early 
day. 

In leavingyou now to your deliberations 
I have tho utmost contidenco that you 
will undertake your important Legisla- 
tive duties in a spirit of patriotism, striv- 
ing on every occasion to guard and ad- 
vauce the true interests of tho Province 

During tho interval that olapsed be- 
tween the Speaker leaving the Chair and 
His Excellency entoring tho hall, the ap- 
pearance of the Premier aud tho Leader 
of tho Opposition on tho floor of the 
House was tlio signal for cheers from 
their respective friends in the galleries. 

Immediately on His Excellency's de- 
parture, the Speaker having taken tho 
Chair, tho Clerk produced and read tho 
documents aud certificates relating to the 
election of tho now members for Kooto- 
nay and Nanaimo, Messrs. Milby and 
Cordon; also, tho re-election of iJon. W. 
Smitho, of Cowicban, rendered necessary 
by tiis ncceptanco of ollico. 

Mr. Smitho and Mr. Gordon were in- 
troduced to tho Speaker by Hon. Messrs. 
Elliott and Vernon, and took their seats 
on the Government side of the House. Mr. 
Milby was absent in consequence of ill- 
ness. 

The Premier moved that the docununts 
he entered on tho Journals of tho House. 
Carried. 

The Premier thou moved that tho House 
meet on Friday next for the consideration 
of His Excellency's Speech. 

Mr. Fisher moved in amendment that 
as the document was of an unusually im- 
portant nature it would bo better to defer 
the consideration thereof until Monday. 

Tho Premier having accepted tho sug- 
gestion the mution as amended was put 
and carried; as well us a motion that tho 
House at its risiug do stand adjourned 
till Monday next at 2 p.m. 

Tho Premier laid on the table of the 
House papers relative to the non-fulfil- 
ment of tho Railway engagements by Ca- 
nada, which will bo found elsewhere. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom rose to a question of 
privilege. Ho said that during his ab- 
sence reports had b>-en made through the 
medium of tho public papers by tho pre- 
sent Leader of tho Government to tho 
effect that ho (Mr. Walkom) hud destroy 
ed tho voucher for the payment of Mr. 
Holbrook's travelling expenses. This 
■statement the lion, gentleman denied. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott was gratified to hear 
the hon. gentleman's denial, and said that 
what he had intended to say was that 
tho document was last seen in tho posses 
sion of tho Leader of the Opposition. He 
had gone too far in saying that Hon. air. 
Walkem had destroyed the voucher, and 
ho now apologized for tho assertion. 
(Cheers). He thought it would bo best 
to have an enquiry into tho subject and 
then tho custodian of tho papers could 
give evidence. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thought it singular 
that tho apology was not made long ago. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott agiin said that the 
voucher was not in its proper place in tho 
Government records and that all the evi- 
dence at his disposal wont to show that 
it was last seen in Hon. Mr. Walkem's 
possession. He would movo for a Com- 
mittee of Enquiry. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that ho was the 
guardian of his own honor. Ho supposed 
that as a gentleman ho was bound to accept 
the apologv tendered by Hon. Mr. El- 
liott. 

Mr. Fisher thought it was a pity for 
the time of tho House to be occupied with 
such unprofitable discussion. He was of 
opinion that Hon. Mr. Elliott had made a 
sufficient apology and that the Hon. Mr. 
Walkem had Buffered no damage to his 
reputation by tho remarks complained 
of. 

Dr. Tolmie hero gavo notivo of an in- 
tention to movo for a Committee. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott then moved the first 
reading of "Au Act to Consolidate the 
Laws of British Columbia." 

The Houso then adjourned till Monday 
at 2 p.m.

Cariboo — Very little has been done 
during the winter ou Lightning Crook 
tho water having defeated all tho ef- 
forts of the miners to reach tho dig- 
gings. After tho most determined 
efforts, the struggle for a time is given 
up in despair: u second attempt, hovr- 
ovor, proved more successful, although 
it was only two weeks ago that work 
in any of the claims could be resumed. 
It must bo remembered that a number 
of tho most important claims ou Light- 
ning Creek aro connected, that tho 
water which effects one produces the 
same difficulty in all; the Vulcan and 
Vancouver are tho lowest of this chain 
of claims, and havo been at very hoavy 
expense in trying to freo thomsolvos 
from tho water incubus. Tho pros- 
pects, however, are cheering, tho Van- 
couver Co. have found very rich bench 
diggings, richer indeed, than any 
other part of their claim, and the im- 
pression prevails that this bench will 
extend tho whole length of tho other 
claims connected as abovo mentioned. 
Tho bench is estimated to bo about 
GOO foot broad. On Canyon creek 
operations wore stopped during the 
winter, owing to tho exhaustion of 
provisions and the impossibility of 
taking now supplies to tho oreek for 
want of a road. They intend to take 
in the requisite supplies ou the hard 
crust of the snow early in tho spring. 
On Cunningham Creek nothing of inter- 
est ha . occurred. Tho Victoria Co. aro 
still prospecting; they aro now running 
up stream, where they expect to get iuto 
better pay after reaching a certain point. 
Groat interest is felt in tho results of 
prospecting in those two last named 
creeks. There are other new sections 
spoken of lor alluvial diggings, but no- 
thing will be done till Cunningham and 
Canyon Creeks are thoroughly explored. 
Tho quartz claims, however, aro iu the 
ascendant; tho island Mountain Company 
aro in high glee with their prospects, tuo 
quartz looking better as they penetrate 
iuto tho hill. Their machinery it ap 
pears is very imperfect aud they find it 
impossible to save the precious metal as 
they are now fixed. They proposo send- 
ing a box of the quartz to Suu Francisco 
fi r test every ten or twelve feot penetrat- 
ed. Not much has beeu douo with tho 
other, at Richfield, tho general impres- 
sion being that without proper machinery 
quartz cannot bo successfully worked in 
Cariboo. Tho roads are iu splendid or- 
der aud the snow rapidly disappearing. 
Cattle doing well.

A Standard's Berlin dispatch says it is 
statod in diplomatic circles that the pow- 
ers have already confidentially communi- 
cated to Russia the substance of tho re- 
plies thoy intend to make lo PrincoGorts- 
chakoff. All havo agreed not to inter- 
fere until the Porto has proved himself 
incapable of carrying through the promis- 
ed reforms. Reported Russia on her 
part will inform the powers of hor inten- 
tions and of tho circumstances which 
make it impossible for her to forego im- 
mediately all interference, but she will 
givo no indication of hor oventual isolat- 
ed notion. 

A special from Pesth says it is rumored 
in Belgrade that Russia informed Servia 
that she intends to cross Servia withiu 
ten days. A correspondent ut Peru tele- 
graphs that peace with the principalities 
is considered certain. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.— The Russian 
army is south of tho Caucassus on the 
Asiutic frontier of Turkey in readiness 
for action. It numbers 115,000 men, with 
35 field batteries and 150 heavy siego gnus.
